Every precaution should be token 
to secure birds that are free from fils 
ease, and males unrelated to the 
females. Proper housing and feeding 
during the winter Is Important. Ao 
cordtng to a Dominion Department of 
Agriculture bulletin on turkeys, tho 
birds should not be confined to Uoua 
es during the winter but should be 
allowed to roam at will during the 
day. The only shelter necessary at 
night is a straw,* barn or closed in 
shed. Turkeys should never bo housed 
j with liens or in heated houses, but 
protection from draughts, rain end 
; snow Is necessary. The breeding tur 
keys should receive only limited ra¬ 
tions during the winter months. Hard 
, grain should bo given in preference to 
mash or ground grains. Equal parts of 
I oats, w heat and buckw heat are suit¬ 
able, but the buckwheat should be dis¬ 
continued lu tho spring. In tho winter 
one feeding a day is sufficient, tho 
gratu being scattered In tho litter.

To ensure succosh In the establish 
meat of shelterbelts active 
ful control Is exercised by the Forest 
Service. From early June until freeze- 
up a corps of nine experienced Held 
inspectors travel continuously Inspect¬ 
ing proposed new plantations, advis¬ 
ing farmers who are actually planting, 
and Luking careful census of tho plan 
tatlons of the previous years. Incident 
ally they take note of tho effect of the 
plantations on the social and economic 
life of tho settlor. Tho outstanding 
point hart been tho encouragement giv¬ 
en to the growing of fruits and to tho 
building up of really attractive homo 
surroundings by the planting of orna¬ 
mental shrubs and flowers and tho set¬ 
ting out of lawns. 

Twenty years ago the uumber of 
prairie farms with really first-class 
vegetable gardens was small while 
only rurely was the growing of fruits 
attempted. Reports to the end of Aug¬ 
ust, 1927, covering 3,812 farms visited 
show that of this number 3.411 had 
good vegetable gardens; 1,258 were 
growing small fruits; 379 had orna¬ 
mental nhrubs; 265 were testing stun-

Frosted Wheat For Feeding Hogs 


Test Shows That It Makes a Profitable 

Feed 

That frosted wheat makes a profit¬ 
able feed for hogs was shown ifi tests 
made at Lacombo, Alberta, Experi¬ 
mental Station. In tho tests It proved 
superior to cither oats or barley. Com¬ 
pared with an*oats, barley, and skim- 
milk ration tho pigs fed frosted wheat 
had an average dally gain of 1.87 
pounds at a cost of $3.26 per hundred 
pounds against a daily gain of 1 pound 
and a cost of $6.51 per hundred 
pounds. Ground frozen wheat also 
showed to advantage In comparison 
with a ration of ground oats and bar 
Icy.

Record Yield Of Wheat 

What la believed to bo a record yield 
of wheat from a 22 acre field has been 
reported to tho British Columbia De¬ 
partment of Agriculture by Charles 
R Anderson, of Rolla.
